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Madrid, (EFE).- Spanish po- 
lice have arrested four more Arab 
men in connection with the March 
11 rail bombings in this capital, of- 
ficials said Thursday. 

Three of the men were arrested 
in Alcala de Henares, near Madrid. 

The fourth man was arrested 
in northern Spain, according to 
sources close to the investigation, 
who did not reveal the names or 
nationalities of the suspects. 

Five other suspects were ar- 
rested last Saturday in Madrid, 
three of them from Morocco and 
two from India. 

The men were identified as 
Jamal Zougam, Mohamed Bekkali 
and Mohamed Chaoui, all Moroc- 
can, and Indians Vinay Kohly and 
Suresh Kumar. 

A sixth suspect, an Algerian 
man detained in northern Spain for 
his alleged connections to the 
bombings that killed 201 people 
and injured more than 1,600, was 
turned over to the courts Wednes- 
day. 

The four men nabbed in the 
latest operation will be questioned 
by police, the sources said. 

All of them are being held in- 
communicado, according to 
Spain’s antiterrorism law. 

Meanwhile, the three Moroc- 
cans and two Indians who were de- 
tained last Saturday will appear 
later Thursday before Judge Juan 
de Olmo.

Acebes said the CNI intelli- 
gence service told the government 
at 1451 GMT last Thursday, barely 
seven hours after the bombings, 
that it appeared “almost certain” 
that ETA was behind the attacks.<> 


City Council approves same-sex marriage benefits

On Tuesday, March 9th, the 
San Jose City Council voted to 
change the city’s employee benefit 
policy to include same-sex mar- 
riages “certified by other jurisdic- 
tions.” Two days later, the Califor- 
nia State Supreme Court ordered a 
halt to the issuance of marriage li- 
censes to same-sex couples. 

More than 100 people testified 
before the City Council on this 
contentious issue. In the end, the 
Council voted 8-1 (Reed dissent- 
ing-Dando and Williams absent) to 
provide marriage benefits to same- 
sex couples holding marriage 
license's. 

The lines of this debate are 
made clearer by reading the well 
thought views and positions out- 
lined in the various memos pre- 
sented at Council on the day of the 
vote. 

What follows are portions of 
two memos and a position paper 
that were circulated by city offi- 
cials. 

Gonzales/Yeager Memo 

“In recent weeks thousands of 
gay and lesbian couples have been 
married in the City and County of 
San Francisco, including employ- 
ees of the City of San Jose. Other 
states and communities across the 
country are starting to follow San 
Francisco’s leadership.” 

“*...We believe it is right and 
just-that employee benefits pro- 
vided to spouses of City employ- 
ees should be applied even- 
handedly in accordance with our 
firm and successful commitment to 
ending bias and discrimination in 


the workplace.” 

“Unless court decisions later 
rule against the legality of same- 
sex marriages from San Francisco 
or other areas of the nation, we 
must treat all our employees 
equally.” 

Dando/Reed/Williams 
Memo 

“Recently, the California At- 
torney General has asked the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court to rule on the 
legality of same-sex marriages. 
According to the Attorney General: 

For almost 30 years, the State 
of California has defined marriage 
as a union between a man and a 
woman. The law is clear. Individu- 
als and government entities that 
object to statutes may work to 
change them through the legisla- 
tive process. But unless an appel- 
late court strikes the law down as 
unconstitutional, state statutes 
must be followed and they must be 
enforced.’ 

San Jose should not take ac- 


tions or make decisions on same- 
sex marriage licenses until the Su- 
preme Court rules on the Attorney 
General’s request or the law is 
changed by the legislature or the 
voters.” 

Cortese Position Paper 

“IT see a clear and appropriate 
separation of church and state on 
this issue... 

Despite the fact that much of 
our legal system is based on Judeo- 
Christian morality, civil marriage 
and “church” marriage have long 
been non-aligned. For example, as 
a Lay Minister in the Catholic 
Church I can tell you that my 
Church does not recognize second 
marriages (i.e. marriages post-di- 
vorce.) Clearly the civil law does. 
Similarly, my church does not rec- 
ognize same-sex marriages, some 
civil jurisdictions do. 

...Gays are not aliens, they are 
entitled to full citizenship in the 
United States of America. I have 
extended family who are gay/les- 


bian. They are also law abiding 
American citizens. I cannot deny 
them the same benefits under the 
law as heterosexuals. 

That does not mean govern- 
ment can force their views upon 
others, especially churches, be- 
cause Ist Amendment protections 
must be upheld. 

In conclusion, my position 
may be characterized as this: Let 
government be government and let 
churches be churches. Government 
should recognize marriages based 
on constitutional grounds, 
churches should continue to recog- 
nize marriages as they see fit.”

The A-Train 


CloudSat, to be launched in November 2004, will take its place as part of the 
“A-Train” of satellites flying in formation to take closely timed snapshots of 
essentially the same scene using a total of 14 different measuring instru- 


ments.

You can almost see the tabloid 
headlines now: “Mid-west farmer 
spies UFO squadron flying in for- 
mation!” “First signs of imminent 
alien invasion,” the subtitle will 
read. 

If only this fictional farmer had 
been keeping up with NASA’s 
Space Place column, he would have 
known better. The string of white 
dots moving in formation across the 
pre-dawn sky were satellites, not 
alien spaceships. 

Beginning next year, a series of 
challenging, high-precision laun- 
ches will insert four satellites into 
orbits with just the right altitude, 
position, and orbital inclination to 
follow in lock-step behind NASA’s 
Aqua satellite (launched in May 
2002). Scientists have dubbed this 
squadron of satellites the “A-Train.” 


Along with Aqua, the celestial pa- 


rade will include Cloudsat, 
CALIPSO, PARASOL, and Aura. 
In April 2004, NASA will 
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launch CloudSat, an Earth-ob- 
serving satellite with unique 
cloud-measurement abilities. 
These measurements will fill an 
important role in our understand- 
ing of global climate change, 
making long-term climate change 
scenarios more accurate and de- 
pendable. 

So why bother flying in for- 
mation? By passing over the 
same swath of land within sec- 
onds or minutes of each other, the 
satellites will give scientists snap- 
shots of essentially the same 
scene using a total of 14 differ- 
ent measuring instruments. 
CloudSat alone carries only one: 
a millimeter-wavelength radar 


sounder. 

This sounder — the first of its 
kind put into orbit — lets scientists 
see a vertical “slice” of the atmo- 
sphere that shows clouds, water, 
and ice between the ground and 
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Flying in formation 


30 km altitude, with a vertical reso- 
lution of 0.5 km. Even by itself, this 
instrument would provide an im- 
portant and unique view of Earth’s 
atmosphere, since the accurate por- 
trayal of clouds is one of the glar- 
ing weaknesses with current simu- 
lations of climate change. 

But this cloud data is even 
more valuable when combined 
with measurements from the other 
satellites in the A-Train—for ex- 
ample, air temperature, trace gases, 
and radiation into and out of the 
atmosphere. Scientists can then see 
connections between, say, tem- 


perature and the resulting behav- ' 


ior of clouds. A better understand- 
ing of these connections is one of 
the most sought-after goals of cli- 
mate research, because changes to 
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global cloud cover would, in turn, 
have a feedback effect on global 
temperatures. 

The real story of this satellite 
squadron may not make the tabloid 
headlines, but at least there's evi- 
dence that the imminent threat of 
climate change is real, which is a 
lot more than you can say for alien 
invaders!

Senate Bill 89 and House Bill 
163 have already been introduced 
to Congress and are now being dis- 
cussed in the Armed Services 
Committee. In this election year, 
candidates for office, including 
presidential candidates, seem to be 
keeping the topic of the Universal 
National Service Act of 2003 quiet. 
No one wants to be subject to ques- 
tions about if they approve of draft- 
ing sons and daughters, grandsons 
and granddaughters, to serve to- 
gether in battles in foreign lands. 

If passed, it will reinstate a 
Draft that will require that every 
woman and man between the ages 
of 18 and 26 register for military 
service. It will start a yearly lot- 
tery that assigns a call-to-arms 
number to each birthday with the 
intent of drafting as many as the 
president determines are needed to 
meet the nation’s military needs 
ach year. 

The intention is to first draft 
the men and women who turn 20 
in the year 2005, even if they are 
enrolled in college or have begun 
a new career. 

Although the last Draft was 
ended by Congress in 1973, restart- 
ing it won't take long. A 1980 fed- 
eral law already requires men to 
register with Selective Service 
within 30 days of turning 18 and

Experts doubt that it will be 
voted upon before Congress and a 
President are voted into office in 
November.

Impact on the Latino com-

The new Universal National 
Service Act of 2003 will include 
reforms that are intended to make 
the Draft more equitable along 


gender and class lines, striving to 
eliminate the fact that the bulk of 
battle-front troops are filled with 
the sons of working class families 
and about a third of those currently 
are Latinos and African-Ameri- 
cans. 

According to U.S. Census es- 
timates, by July, 2004, if a military 
draft is started, one in five new in- 
ductees will be Hispanic; an even 
greater percentage of them histori- 
cally more likely to be situated in 
battle-front deployments. 

There will be approximately 
5,939,000 eligible Hispanics be- 
tween 18 and 26 years of age 
(3,217,000 men and 2,722,000 
women), of which more than 40% 
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are foreign born. 

Even though the Universal 
National Service Act of 2003 will 
eliminate the category of higher 
education as a shelter, it is less 
likely that university seniors or 
graduates - if called by the lottery 
- will be battle-front soldiers. 
Latinos have the highest high 
school drop out rate of any group 
in America. Sum it up. 

How conscripts will be found 

The annual performance goals 
in the Selective Service 2004 Stra- 
tegic Plan includes obtaining high 
school drop-out and voter registra- 
tion lists, each state’s DMV 
records, and negotiating new ini- 
tiatives with state and federal agen- 
cies to facilitate other types of elec- 
tronic data exchange. 

To improve on-going informa- 
tion-gathering, it plans to incorpo- 


rate data from the Department of 


Education, the Department of La- 
bor, the Office of Personnel Man- 
agement, the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, the U.S. 
Postal Service, and each state’s So- 
cial Services network; tying all 
these lists together to discover who 
has registered for the draft and 
where to firtd those who have not. 
A database of this intimacy has 
many potential uses for other fu- 
ture government purposes. 

A national Registration Im- 
provement Program will be imple- 
mented with several initiatives that 
will monitor lists for potential non- 
registrants for legal investigation. 


The SSS now has millions of 


names of potential draftees on file 
and estimates that currently 88 per- 
cent of all eligible male citizens are 
registered. 

What needs to happen be- 
fore a Draft can start? 

If they do not die in commit- 


tee, Senate Bill 89 and House Bill 
163 must be voted upon by Con- 
gress and, if passed, then the Presi- 
dent must sign them so they can 
become law. 

Of the current 535 members of 
Congress who must vote on 
whether to approve the two bills, 
only seven (1 Democrat and 6 Re- 
publicans) have a family member 
in the military. No one in the cur- 
rent Presidential Cabinet has a 
child in the military. 

If the Universal National Ser- 
vice Act of 2003 is passed, it will 
have a number of differences from 
the previous Draft held during the 
years of conflict in Indochina. 

The President will solely de- 
termine which groups of draftees 
will be chosen for what type of 
active military or civilian service. 
This includes all “such other mat- 
ters as the President determines 
necessary;” which could mean 
anything, including hunting for un- 
documented immigrants along the 
border, breaking up political dem- 
onstrations, or cleaning up after a 
natural disaster. Draftees could po- 
tentially give up a college educa- 
tion for two years or starting a new 
career to conduct these types of 
duties as assigned by the president. 

There will be no consciencious 
objector deferments. Qualifying 
“COs” will be given other duties, 
but are not exempt from the Draft. 
In fact, unlike in the Vietnam War 
where many COs left to live in 
Canada, this new system will pre- 
vent it. 

The Canada Minister of For- 
cign Affairs, John Manley, and the 
US Homeland Security Director, 
Gov. Tom Ridge, signed a Decem- 
ber 2001 “Smart Border Declara- 
tion” which implemented a “pre- 
clearance agreement” concerning 


people entering and departing each 
country that could effectively 
used to prevent draft dodgers ft 
leaving the country through the 
northern route. 

Why the draft might be 
needed 

Part of the problem is thr 
most of the troops in Iraq are ‘due’ 
to be rotated home in the next few 
months and must be replaced’ by 
fresh troops, more than 110,000 iki 
number.

All signs point to a “conflict 
of jurisdiction” that will have to be 
resolved by the 20 justices of the 
full Supreme Court. 

For its part, the pro-govern- 
ment directorate of the national 
legislature said it might move to 
oust three Supreme Court justices 
who backed the Electoral 
Chamber’s decision. 

The National Assembly lead- 
ers accuse the justices of incurring 
in “serious ethical, moral and in- 
stitutional illegalities.”

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El gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger recibe el “Life of a Maverick award”

El pasado 10 de marzo en el 
Morfis Dailey Auditorium de San 
José State University, Cinequest 
hizo entrega de su primer “Vida de 
Maverick” acolado a Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, gobernador del 
estado de California. 

A las 6:20 de la tarde, Kathleen 
J. Powell, Presidenta/Fundadora de 
Cinequest, usando las gafas negras, 
los guantes y la chaqueta que el 
entonces actor Schwarzenegger 
usara en su película “Terminator” 
dio la bienvenida a la audiencia. 
Durante la ceremonia, el alcalde 
Ron Gonzales dijo que nadie más 
que Arnold era merecedor del 
tributo. Si no fuera “Maverick”, 
agregó “no sería ahora gober- 
nador” Halfdan Hussey, Director 
Ejecutivo/Fundador de Cinequest, 


Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger. 


dijo que el evento esa noche era 
único porque era la primera vez 
que Cinequest, que tiene 14 años 
de fundado, decidió honrar “La 
vida de un Maverick” (palabra 
adoptado en honor al pionero 
americano Samuel A. Maverick, 
fallecido en 1870, que rehusó 
marcar su ganado con un hierro 
ardiente) describiéndo el término 
como la vida de una persona que 
no actúa guiada por una fórmula. 

Para demostrarlo, una cinta 
cinematográfica proyectó eventos 
en la vida de Schwarzenegger en - 
la pantalla: lo vimos de niño, en 
Graz, Austria, donde nació el 30 de 
julio de 1947. Como adolescente, 
esculpiendo sus músculos levan- 
tando pesas. Como actor de cine, 
en escenas cortas de sus películas. 
En su posición de Chairman of the 
President's Council on Physical 
Fitness y como benefactor de las 
Special Olympics entre otras ca- 
ridades. 

Cuando el gobernador, vestido 
con terno gris, camisa blanca sin 
corbata y botas negras, entró al 
auditorio sonriendo, fue recibido 
con una ovación de pie. Contes- 
tando a las preguntas del mode- 
rador Tom McEnery (que fuera 
alcalde de S.J.), su vida “Maver- 
ick” fue revelada en sus propias 
palabras. La “exactitud” con que 
Schwarzenegger planeó su vida fue 
interesante de escuchar. Tenía 14 
años cuando comenzó a “dise- 
ñarla” en Austria, después de haber 
visto la película “Hércules”. 

Leyendo que su actor (repre- 
sentado por Steve Reeves que fue 
campeón olímpico de pesas) se 
había convertido en héroe de 
acción en Hollywood por su 
musculatura, Arnold que estaba 
deseoso de emigrar a América, 
comenzó a levantar pesas. Seis 
años mas tarde su determinación 
le había ganado los títulos de Mr. 
Alemania y primer lugar en el con- 
curso de Mr. Universo. 

En1975 cuando se retiró de la 
Halterofilia (levantar pesas), 
Schwarzenegger había ganado los 


títulos de “Mr. Universo”, cinco 
veces, “Mr. Olympia”, seis veces 
y “Mr. World”. Cinco años después 
de retirarse en 1980, le fue otor- 
gado el séptimo título de “Mr. 
Olympia.” “Siempre seguí mis 
goles (lo que se proponía),” agregó 
sonriendo. 

Hollywood le abrió las puer- 
tas. “Tuve muchos obstáculos,” 
cuenta. Me dijeron que necesitaba 
“remover mi acento” (que aún 
cuesta entenderse) pero me dieron 
la oportunidad de actuar en 
“Conan” por lo que estoy muy 
agradecido. Hablando de “Termi- 
nator”, su papel más famoso 
agrega: “La película me preocupó 
al principio porque “Terminator” 
es el villano y el papel consistía en 
aprender a ‘actuar’ como una 
‘maquina’ pero decidí aceptarlo. 
Después de que se presentó la 


película, (que fue un éxito), un 
grupo de policías llegaron a 
visitarme a mi oficina. Me sentí 
nervioso porque “Terminator” 
destruyó una estación, pero los 
oficiales me dijeron, Arnold, te 
felicitamos. Fue una gran película, 
especialmente la parte en que 
destruyes la estación de policía.” 
Describiendo su línea más famosa: 
“T'I1 be back,” (Volveré), Schwar- 
zenegger contó que decirla le había 
sido muy difícil (por la doble ele), 
pero que su director le sugirió la 
repitiera cinco mil veces. Al final, 
cuando la dijo interpretada por él, 
con su voz y su acento, quedó 
perfecta. 

Reveló que las películas “de 
acción”, requieren sacrificios de 
parte del actor. En su caso, por 
tener que enseñar su musculatura, 
ha sufrido frío. Al ejecutar las 
acciones se ha golpeado varias 
veces y se ha safado y roto varios 
huesos. Tal vez porque posee tanta 
simpatía, su transición a la comedia 
no le fue difícil. En la parte seria, 
reveló que le gusta pintar cuadros, 
que ama a los niños y que le 
encanta leer historias a sus hijos. 
Tiene cuatro hijos con su esposa, 
Maria Shriver. 

Admitió que a pesar que le 
hubiera gustado dirigir más 
películas, ahora como gobernador 
su prioridad es el estado de Cali- 
fornia. El “Maverick” que durante 
su relato hizo reír a la audiencia 
repetidas veces y romper en aplau- 
sos, terminó su entrevista con un 
mensaje: “No teman probar hacer 
lo que nunca han hecho. No teman 
hacer errores, y sobre todo jamás 
permitan que nadie les desanime 
de hacer lo que quieren hacer.” 

Minutos después, el gober- 
nador Arnold Schwarzenegger,

De esta época, pocas 
piezas han mantenido su aspecto 
primitivo: la sala del Rey Roger y 
la Capilla Palatina son las grandes 
excepciones. 

La Capilla Palatina es una 
visita obligada. Su construcción se 
inició en 1130, el año de la 
coronación de Roger II como 
primer rey de Sicilia, y tardó 13 
años en completarse. Tiene la 
forma de una basílica occidental de 
tres naves, divididas por columnas 
de granito con ricos capiteles 
corintios dorados. El ambón posee 
incrustaciones de oro, malaquita y 
pórfido. Los mosaicos están 
considerados como los mejores del 
arte bizantino. 

Dando un pequeño rodeo, en- 
tramos por la Porta Nova (cons- 
truida en conmemoración de la 
llegada de Carlos V a Palermo) a 
la calle Vittorio Emanuele que nos 
conduce hasta la Catedral consa- 
grada a Nuestra Señora de la 
Asunción. El edificio ha sufrido 
constantes reconstrucciones, pues 
lo que empezó siendo una basílica 
paleocristiana, se transformó des- 
pués en mezquita y más tarde de 
nuevo en iglesia.

mármol, estucos y frescos. 


la ciudad comienza justo en esta 
esquina que dirige nuestros pasos 
hasta la plaza Pretoria. donde se 
encuentra la fuente del mismo 
nombre, que en otro tiempo se 
conoció como la fuente de la 
vergiienza por sus estatuas des- 
nudas. Criaturas mitológicas, 
monstruos, tritones, sirenas y los 
cuatro ríos de Palermo: Oreto, 
Papireto, Gabriele y Maredolce 
están representados en ella. En la 
plaza se encuentra la sede del 
Ayuntamiento, llamado Palacio de 
las Águilas, pues son cuatro de 
estas aves las que decoran la 
fachada y el pórtico. 

En frente, La Martorana, pa- 
rece estar lista para desmoronarse. 
La fachada es del s. XVI de estilo 
barroco. El edificio y el interior son 
de una belleza sobrecogedora. El 
acceso a la iglesia se realiza a 
través del campanario. El interior 
es barroco al que se han incorpo- 
rado estucos y esmaltes. Las bóve- 
das están pintadas con impresio- 
nantes frescos. Los mosaicos del 
s. XII son probablemente obra de 
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los artesanos que trabajaron en la 
Capilla Palatina. 

San Cataldo pone fin a este 
triángulo de arte. Era la capilla de 
un palacio, hoy pertenece a la 
Orden de los Caballeros del Santo 
Sepulcro. Conserva sus vestigios 
árabe-normandos con tres bóvedas 
rojas alzándose sobre el muro; se 
observan inscripciones del Corán y 
las ventanas son arcos apuntados y 
de decoración almenada. 

En una esquina de la plaza, un 
restaurante nos ofrece la posibi- 
lidad de una deliciosa velada sin 
demasiados ruidos. 

Mercados 

La tradición sigue situando los 
mercados en la calle. Toldos de 
todos los colores resguardan los 
alimentos del calor sofocante del 
verano y de la lluvia en invierno.

Está 
en uno de los barrios más pobres 
de la ciudad, el de la Albergheria, 
donde se organizan visitas guiadas 
para contemplar el campanario de 
San Francesco Saverio, y otros de 
los monumentos de la zona. Es un 
barrio con mucho encanto, al que 
la luz del día atempera la 
intensidad de las precauciones que 
se recomiendan en cuanto cae la 
noche.
